NEW YORK (NJP)—ULTRA- 

ORTHODOX groups here are 
stepping up their campaign with 
public demonstrations against 
the new Jerusalem swimming 
pool which will permit mixed 
bathing, and against Israel and 
Zionism. 
Hasidic groups led primarily by 
followers of the Satmar Rebbe, 
and using the name “Committee 
for Religious Freedom,” demon- 
strated in front of the Israel 
consulate here Thursday. 

Another group of Satmere 
hasidim on Sunday — 3,200 
strong—met at Manhattan Tow- 
ers to hear Rabbi Yehoshua 
Levy, spokesman for Agudas Is- 
rael of Great Britain, protest to 
the all-male audience against 
“the defilement of Jerusalem by 
... establishment of a mixed- 
bathing swimming pool.” 

RABBI LEVY also charged Is- 
raeli poilce with Nazi-like tac- 
tics in dealing with demonstra- 
tors in Jerusalem who rallied to 
protest the swimming pool (NJP, 
Feb. 28). 

Posters denouncing Israel and 
Zionism in bitter language have 
appeared on walls of buildings 
on Fifth Avenue, in the heart 
of downtown Manhattan. 

Some depict Israeli police, 
Mogen Davids and swastikas on 
their armbands, holding down a 





battered Jew. Big letters at the 
bottom read “and this is reli- 
gious freedom in Israel.” 

ANOTHER URGES American 
Jews to put pressure on Israel 
by not contributing to the UJA, 
and thus enabling purchase of 
truncheons for the Israeli police 
to “bleed the helpless, religious 
Jews in Israel. ? 

The Union of Orthodox Rabbis 
(Agudas Harabonim) meanwhile 
urged all religious organizations 
to protest the building of the 
Jerusalem pool. 

THE MANHATTAN TOWERS 
rally—conducted in orderly fash- 
ion—was opened by Rabbi Jonas 
Horowitz, former chief rabbi of 
Frankfurt, Germany. 

About half way through 
the meeting the Satmar Rebbe 
appeared—Rabbi Joel Teitel- 
baum, former chief rabbi of the 
Hungarian-Rumanian commun- 
ity, who has a following of about 
10,000 Jews in America, 

The dais was filled with 60 
rabbis representing various Or- 
thodox congregations throughout 
America, among them Rabbi 
Jonathan Steif, representing the 
community of Viennese Jews in 
America, and Rabbi I. Horowitz, 
for the German Jews. Rabbi 
Hersh Maizles, former chief rab- 
bi of Germany, flew in from Chli- 
cago to attend the meeting. 





Herut Fund-Raising 
Drive Hits Snag 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Herut’s plans to launch its own fund- 
raising campaign in the United States seem to have hit a snag 


this week.

Herut’s advance publicity had 
announced the conference would 
“proclaim a fund-raising cam- 
paign for Herut Revisionist in- 
stitutions in Israel.” 

Herut leaders had previously 
flown to the United States to 
pave the way for the campaign 
in fulfillment of a threat (NJP, 
Jan. 31) to do so if the Keren 
Hayesod did not increase He- 
rut’s share of funds raised here 
for Israel.

Herut is cancelling. The money 
is earmarked for “constructive, 
not political” purposes, Herut 
had asked for more money, but 
agreed to the $390,000 figure, 
approximately the same as it 
has been getting, because of 
“poor fund raising prospects” in 
the U. S., the Post said.

it found gn “appalling waste of 
talent” in a five-year study of 
what happened to 512 pre-medi- 
cal students when they applied 
for admissions 
schools throughout the country. 


LEVELING a charge of reli- 
gious bias in the admission of 
students, the Commission said 
that members of religious min- 
orities, otherwise highly qual- 
ified, are being skipped over. 

The commission said the study 
disclosed that 12 per cent of 
Jewish and Catholic students 
with A grades were rejected, 
while 100 per cent of Protestant 
A students were accepted.

Dulles Satisfied 
With Results

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—Results of Israel’s withdrawal 
from the Gaza Strip have ful- 
filled maximum expectation, Sec- 
retary Dulles told his press con- 
ference this week.

Egypt and Israel may have had 
grave concern over the U. S. 
position on withdrawal, both 
countries now realize the sound- 
ness of the U. S. stand. 

Dulles expressed doubt to The

ducted the study. 

“Society needs the best pos- 
sible physicians as well as engi- 
neers and physicists. To block 
the development of such talents 
because of race, religion or na- 
tional origin is unforgivable in 
1958. The various states with 
medical schools should take 
prompt action to assure equal 
treatment and opportunity for 
ai.” 

THE REPORT said a finding 
of major concern is the small 
number of Negroes who formed 
part of the 512 pre-medical stu- 
dents studied, and the small 
number of Negroes enrolled in 
Philadelphia medical schools be- 
ginning with the class. of 1920. 

Of the 512 pre-medical stu- 
dents on which the study was 
based, 61 per cent were Jewish, 
23 per cent were Protestant and 
15 per cent were Catholic. 

Included in the commission’s 
report are findings of an earlier 
study by the Jewish Community 
Relations Council of Greater 
Philadelphia.

Egypt Diplomat ‘Threatens’

ATLANTA (NJP) — Egypt’s 
former delegate to the United 
Nations, noting here that a 
United Arab state embracing all 
Arab nations is a certainty, de 
clared that the expected union 
may be unfriendly to the U. S. 
unless this country’s policy 
toward Israel is changed. 


“Arabs see the U. S. as a very 
big brother who backs vp tiny

UNCERTAIN’ — KENNEDY

DES MOINES, Iowa (NJP)— 
United States Senator John F. 
Kennedy (D., Mass.) said here 
last week that the future of 
Israel and the entire Middle East 
is “most uncertain.” 

SEN. KENNEDY spoke to a 
committee in charge of the sale 
of Israel] Bonds while he was in 
Des Moines to speak at a state- 
wide Jackson Day dinner (at 
$25 a plate) for Iowa Demo- 
crats. 

He said that nations who de- 
sire friendly relations with Is- 
rae] find it difficult because of 
the tension in that part of the 
world. 

“And we can look forward to 
a substantial period of such ten- 
sion,” he said. 

THE SOFT-SPOKEN, eéver- 
emiling Kennedy said the com- 
munists will continue to as- 


sociate and help the anti-Israel 
groups. 

“So the U. S. and other free 
countries have a special respon- 
sibility to help Israel,” he added. 

He called for a “closer associ- 
ation” by the United States with 
pro-Israel countries in the Middle 
East. He said we should assist 
these countries and help them 
form a cohesive group, “extend 
them the hand of friendship” 
and help solve their {internal 
problems. 


SEN. KENNEDY said it was 
of utmost importance for the 
United States to show Israel and 
other friendly nations that we 
(the United States) are more in- 
terested in their problems than 
Russia. 

Said Kennedy of the Russian 
threat: “It’s a real one, make no 
doubt of that.”

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: For years I have beén fascinated 

by your learned commentary upon Jewish family names. 
Now I should like to submit my own name for your elucia- 
I have never been able to get any real insight into 
its origin. Even Professor Levi Ginzberg (bless the memory 
of the righteous) was stumped by it. The name is Kieval. 
(My father and grandfather [may they be remembered for 
good] spelled it Kivel). The family came from Lithuania, not 
far from the Poniewiez Yeshiva. We are Israelis. I hope 
you will be able to enlighten me—HERMAN KIEVAL, Rabbi, 
Temple Israel, Albany, New York.

KIVEL is a Jewish version of Kiwile, the name of three 

villages in the district of Szawle, Lithuania. These 
three villages were formerly consolidated in one district 
known as the district of Kiwile, with a governor and dis- 
trict administration of its own. At the time Russian Jews 
adopted permanent family names (1804) there were three 
Jewish families resident in the district. One or more of 
them adopted the geographical name in a Jewish guise as 
their family appellation and this is how the name descended 


to you.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I have read in The National Jew- 

ish POST and OPINION that you can trace names to 
where they came from. When my grandfather came over 
from the Old Country their name was Von Zulauf. On ar- 
rival they changed their name to Zulauf. I recently saw the 
picture “War and Peace’; in it there is a quotation saying: 
“I just want to settle down in a nice little house, not an es- 
tate like Count Von Zulauf’s in Austria.’ My grandfather 
also had an estate in Austria and was forced out; my father 
told me that it was burned by the Russians and the Germans. 
We are not sure of the exact location but know that it is 
near a range of mountains.—ALAN ZULAUF, Toronto, On- 
tario, Canada. 


ZULAUF is a German word meaning “a rush, a great 

crowd of people,” but your name has nothing to do 
with that. Zulauf is derived from the little town or village 
of Zulow, in the district of Lublintz, in Upper Silesia. The 
unofficial German name of Zulow, was Zulau, which may 
have been the original name of your family. The change 
to Zulauf which made better sense to the younger genera- 
tion is a natural. To my regret I cannot find that the 
Jewish Zulaufs were ever ennobled with the particle “von.” 
The non-Jewish Zulauf who became a member of the 
Austrian nobility was Nikolaus Zulauf who was Austrian 
consul general in Bucarest, Rumania, and who was knighted 
in 1866 and given the title of Von Pottenburg. His name,

Celluloid ‘Marjorie’ Will Neither Convert Nor Corrupt

I remember “Marjorie Morn- 
ingstar” as a rather carelessly- 
written novel, which also be- 
trayed some unexpected touches 
of snobbery (toward the 
Bronx, toward “serious” novel- 
ists, toward Jewish middle-class 
“Shirleys”), but it contained a 
many wonderfully entertaining 
scenes, and some intriguing at- 
tempts to blend sex and kashrut 
on a popular, soft-cover level.

NY Times Challenged to Give 
‘Full Facts’ In Fine Resignation 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (NJP) — THE 
AUGUSTA CHRONICLE, one of 
Georgia’s two  major-ranking 
daily newspapers outside At- 
Janta, has urged the New York 
Times to “give the public full 
facts” about Dr. Benjamin Fine’s 
reasons for leaving the news- 
paper as education editor. 

“There is an element of mys- 
tery surrounding the departure” 
of Dr. Fine to become dean of 
the education school of Yeshiva 
University in New York City, the 
Chronicle said in an editorial. 

The Georgia newspaper, noting 
that “no further details were 
given” by the Times other than 
that Dr. Fine had resigned to 
take his new post, said that 
“Newsweek magazine gives some 
Insight, at least, into the reasons 
surrounding his departure.” 

SAID THE Chronicle: “It is 
reported that he (Fine) was 
dropped by the Times because of 
his personal involvement, as a 
reporter in the Little Rock 
school integration question.” 

The Chronicle added: “Dr. Fine 
made a spectacle of himself at 
Little Rock. He discarded his ob- 
jectively as a reporter and be- 
came an actor in the drama rather 





than simply reporting the facts 
in the case.” 

(The Chronicle apparently re- 
ferred to the fact that one of 
the agitators in the mob at Lit- 
tle Rock school insulted Dr. Fine 
and went on to ask him where he 
was from and whether he was 
Jewish.) 

“Readers with goog memories,” 
the Chronicle continued, “will re- 
call Dr, Fine’s appearance a few 
years ago before a congressional 
committee when he explained his 
activities as a member of the 
Communist Party while he was 
a student in college. 

“The New York Times,” which 
it prints, all the news that is ‘fit 
to print,’ should give the public 
the full facts about Dr. Fine’s 
bill of divorcement—why he left 
the newspaper,” the Chronicle 
summed up.

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US DENIES APPEAL BY PUBLISHER WHO RAN GUNS FOR ISRAEL 


By MILTON SHAPIRO 

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (NJP)— 
Herman M. (Hank) Greenspun, 
dynamic Jewish publisher of the 
Las Vegas Sun, has been turned 
down for the fifth consecutive 
time by Washington in a never- 
ending fight to have his civil 
rights restored—rights he lost 
by running guns to aid Israel’s 
tight for independence. 

Editor Greenspun is a devout 
Jew with the courage of his con- 
victions and one willing to fight. 

A captain in World War II, 
Greenspun was decorated with 
the croix de guerre by France. 
He is a close friend of David 
Ben-Gurion. 

FOLLOWING World War II, 
Greenspun, a qualified attorney 
in New York, came West to Las 
Vegas to set up shop. During the 
course of his outspoken tenure, 
he was indicted under alleged 
violation of the Neutrality Act 
for aiding in the shipment of 
planes to Israel. He drew an ac- 
quittal on the charge after three 
and one-half months of trial in 
the Federal Court, Los Angeles. 

He was re-indicted with an- 
other group allegedly sending 
arms and munitions to Israel by 
way of Mexico. To this, Green- 
spun pleaded guilty, on advice of 
counsel]. Charges against mem- 
bers of the Hagana, who alleg- 
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edly manned the refugee ships 
from Mexico, were dismissed, 
although there was an aitempt 
made by the government to trace 
the source of alleged monies 
being sent Israel at the time. 
Greenspun was fined $10,000. 
The tab was picked up by 
Friends of Israel. Application for 
pardon was made to the Presi- 
dent. 
“IF IT CAN be called a crime, 
it is one of principle and not one 
for personal gain,’ Greenspun 
contends. 
“I am consistently being in- 
formed by sources close to the 
attorney general’s office that “the 
United States does not want to 
cisturb the Arab world,” Green- 
spun states. He adds, “being 
stripped of my civil rights, I am 
not permitteq the God-given 
right to vote or hold office.” 
IN 1954 GREENSPUN was 
brought into Federal court for 
indictment on alleged violation 
of Section 1461, Title 18, United 
States Code, for ‘knowingly de- 
positing for mailing 874 copies 
of the Jan. 8, 1954 issue of the 
Las Vegas Sun, which news- 
paper contained nonmailable mat- 
ter of an indecent character tend- 
ing to incite murder or assassin- 
ation, to wit, Sen. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy in an words and figures 
as follows...” 
From his page one daily col- 
umn, “Where I Stand,,” Green- 
spun took off in no uncertain 
terms on the late Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy, the late Sen. Pat McCar- 
ran of Nevada and columnist 
Westbrook Pegler. 
Complaint was filed by Mc- 
Carthy. At the conclusion of the 
hearings no action was taken be- 
cause there no moral terpitude 
was proved. 
In 1956 Greenspun applied for 
passport to Israel, which Green- 
spun said, was held up for three 
months. I was, however, given 
a three months restricted visa, 
Greenspun stated. 


OWNER OF KLAS-TV, Las 
Vegas, Greenspun met his wife, 
after the war, in a Belfast, Ire- 
land synagogue. 

“I remember it distinctly,” he 
boasts, “because it was raining 
as usual in Ireland.” His family 
life is a happy one with wife 
Barbara and children Susan, 





Brian, Janey and Danny. 
His brother, who was a radio 
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engineer at WNYC, New York 
City, is now chief engineer at 
KLAS-TV. Sister Alice Querze 
works on the Sun. 

The clincher, of course, is Ed- 
itor Greenspun’s father, Samuel, 
69 years old. Well versed in He- 
brew history and literature, he 
bombards Hank with daily sug- 
gestions.

A BILL that would have 
permitted a relaxation of New 
York’s Sunday blue laws was de- 
feated by a vote of 85 to 61 this 
week by the New York state 
assembly. 

The bill would have opened 
the way to enactment of a New 
York City council ordinance per- 
mitting storekeepers observing 
the Sabbath on Saturday to 
keep open on Sunday. 

Major opposition to the bill 
came from the Roman Catholic 
church. Although the bill was 
defeated, it was the first such 
bill to reach the floor of the as- 
sembly for a vote in 50 years. 

CATHOLIC pressure was re- 
ported so strong on legislators 
that not one of the 85 who 
voted against the bill spoke 
against the bill on the floor, thus 
eliminating real debate on the 
issues, the New York Post 
charged. 

The Post also reported that 
many legislators privately said 
they preferred not to have their 
comments published as to why 
they voted against the bill.

4 matzos, broken 
cold water to cover

3 tblsps, schmaltz 
1 onion, finely diced or

% cup finely diced celery 
1 green pepper, diced (op- 
tional) 
BREAK THE matzos into a 
deep bowl and cover with cold 
water. Let stand five minutes, 
then squeeze out the excess 
liquid.

Banana Sauce 
2 egg whites 
1 cup sugar 
dash of salt 
2 cups mashed ripe bananas 
(about 4 medium bananas) 


HAVE THE egg whites at 
room temperature. Beat until 
frothy, then gradually add the 
sugar and salt and beat until 
stiff peaks are formed. Fold 
into the mashed bananas. Serve 
over sponge cake, garnished 
with banana slices. 


FRESH RHUBARB AND 
STRAWBERRY SAUCE 
3 cups diced, fresh rhubarb 
2 tblsps. water 
dash of salt 
% cup sugar 
1 tblsp. fresh lemon juice 
1 cup sliced fresh straw- 
berries 
COOK THE first three in- 
gredients together until tender, 
about 10 minutes in a covered 
saucepan over low heat. Add 
sugar.

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A CROWN OF HONOR 


THIS MAY BE a harsh thing to say in view of the 
trials which Southern Jewry are experiencing, but even 
they, and perhaps especially they, should wear as a crown 
of honcr the bombings visited on Jewish institutions. 

Nothing in this life that is really worthwhile is won 
the easy way. 

If it takes damage to property and the concomitant 
danger to life and limb to show Judaism’s true colors, then 
this is the price that must be paid and will be paid. 

After the first stage of shock at the outrageous bomb- 
ings, then American Jewry can be proud that it has done 
the right thing. 

Consider how stupid and senseless anti-Semites really 
are if they feel that this way Jews will be intimidated. 


THE GREAT CHALLENGE 


SOME HONEST WORDS expressed recently by two 
American Jewish leaders at the World Zionist actions 
committee meeting begin to show that American Zionism 
and American leadership are growing up. 

First, Rabbi Irving Miller, who has never been known 
to mince his words, told the Zionist leaders from all parts 
of the world, that “. . . the Zionist movement was not 
prepared for the task of revolutionizing Jewish life.” 

The World-Wide News Service which brought us this 
report of the actions committee meeting fails to elaborate 
on Rabbi Miller’s words, but it is a mark of wisdom and 
also maturity when a person or a movement knows its 
weaknesses along with its areas of strength. 

At various times in the current history of American 
Zionism, a program will be officially launched for estab- 
lishing day schools throughout the American Jewish com- 
munity. At other times, this same desire to effect some- 
thing worthwhile in American Jewish life will be ex- 
pressed by plans for a movement to build Hebrew schools 
throughout the Jewish community. 


THESE PROJECTS all die aborning, because the Zion- 
ists of America are not set up to do this kind of work, 
much as they might want to achieve it or much as it might 
be necessary. This has nothing to do with the fact that 
there are already effective agencies in these fields. 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, in the same news account, is re- 
ported as underlining the importance of immigration as a 
living link between the Jews inside and outside of Israel. 

Obviously he is referring to the failure of American 
Zionism to produce any immigration of American Jewry 
to Israel. 


BUT THIS IS an area where American Zionism not 
only is the sole agency that should operate, but where no 
one else is doing anything. 

The decision that faced Jewish education some 25 
years ago was: Do we want to give American Jewish 
youth a Hebrew education and is it at all necessary? 

That was a great debate of the 1920s and 30s. 

The great debate of the 1950s is whether we should 
seek to stimulate immigration of American Jews to Is- 
rael. It is easy for a Zionist speaker to get up on the plat- 
form and deliver a stirring oration in behalf of the spread 
of Hebrew today. 

We are all in favor of virtue. 


BUT WHERE IS the speaker who questions our re- 
fusal to even do education work in the field of urging 
Americans to accept one of the great democratic challenges 
of our day—lIsrael and the building of a true democratic 
outpost in the Middle East? 

The talks of Rabbi Miller and Goldstein indicate that 
such leadership may be abuilding. 


PREP SCHOOLS NOT CONCERN 


WE CAN ASSUME that prep schools, which are 
private high schools, would be among the last stronghold 
of those who believe that congregating with Jews is some- 
how degrading, providing there is more than a few of them 
at any one time. 

The surpising aspect, therefore, to the figures released 
by the B’nai B’rith vocational service (NJP, March 14), 
showing that out of 750 such schools, about one-third wel- 
comes Jews is not that 500 show they can get along with- 
out Jews. The surprise is the fact that such a large num- 
ber do express a willingness to accept Jews and do not 
care who knows it. 


OF THE OTHER 500, some have defended themselves 
by saying they have no provisions barring Jews, but since 
they are turning down candidates of all kinds, they there- 
fore do not want to encourage additional applicants. But 
it all amounts to the same thing—in one way or another 
the 500 either want to limit the number of Jews or bar 
them altogether. 

If you look long enough you will always find some- 
one who doesn’t like or want you. Fortunately the public 
high schools of the United States are equal if not superior 
to prep schools in all phases of the education process. 

The concern is not with the prep schools, but with 
our institutions of higher learning. That in some of these 
schools—notably one large midwestern member of the Big 
Ten—the number of Jews is circumscribed, that is the real 
problem. Our professors and administrators in these in- 
stitutions are supposed to be the elite of our democracy. 
They know the evils of hatred and discrimination. When 


these succumb to bias against the Jew, then no Jew can 
be unconcerned. 
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CHARLES ROTH, our executive vice- 
president, made a talk as part of a symposium 
on the Jewish press before the Theodor 
Herzl Institute in New York on “How Ef- 
fective is The Jewish Press?” On the panel 
with him were Dr. Samuel Margoshes and 
Harry Weingast, of the Jewish Day-Morning 
Journal and the Jewish News of Newark, 
respectively. 

We do not know what our friend Dr, 
Margoshes had to say, nor what Harry Wein- 
gast put forward, but Charlie sent me a copy 
of his talk. In it he referred to the unwill- 
ingness of the Jewish community to be fac- 
tually mirrored. Accurate news reporting in 
the Jewish field is bitterly resisted, he pointed 
out, and when a paper like The POST and 
OPINION did delve beneath the surface and 
give the facts, sometimes unsavory, of hap- 
penings in Jewish life, it is usually accused 
of being sensational. He also told about the 
pressures put on Jewish papers to attempt 
to prevent legitimate news from being pub- 
lished. 

IT SO HAPPENS by coincidence, that 
we, too, spoke on the Anglo-Jewish press 
just a week ago. It was as part of the forum 
of United Hebrew Temple in Terre Haute, of 
which our good friend, Rabbi David Raab, is 
spiritual leader. 

We took another approach. We belabored 
the point that the Anglo-Jewish press was 
vital to the American Jewish community, be- 
cause without it there is no chance to de- 
velop a democratic Jewish life in America. 

This is no new theme with us. If in any 
community there the means of communica- 
tion is lacking, then democracy cannot func- 
tion. 

In the general community, there not only 
is the press, but in addition, radio and TV, 
the speaking platform, and, of course, all the 
forms for democracy — two political parties, 


a 


elections, a system of checks and balances, 
a constitution, etc. 

BUT IN THE Jewish community, you 
have none of these. Only the Anglo-Jewish 
press could serve as a force for democracy, 
but it is far from truly effective except in a 
few rare instances. Not only is there not a 
country-wide Jewish radio and TV, but what 
there is steers clear of vital issues, and, of 
course, there is no such thing in American 
Jewish life as an election, almost without 
exception. 

That there are no forms for democracy 
in the Jewish community doesn’t even war- 
rant discussing, because there aren’t any, 
Suppose a community or a group of Jews in 
the United States wanted to register a pro- 
test against anything. They couldn't do it 
effectively. Our elections are precisely like 
those held in Russia. We are presented a 
slate to approve. 

But our discussion was not wholly pessi- 
mistic. We pointed out that the Anglo-Jew- 
ish press (and the Jewish community as a 
whole) was making rapid advances because 
whereas 20 years ago, there were few Jews 
really interested in Jewish life, today that 
number had increased by leaps and bounds. 
No paper could succeed in a day when Jews 
didn’t care whether there was or wasn’t a 
synagogue, whether Jewish education facil- 
ities were available or not, when Jewish homes 
were bare of anything Jewish. 

Why, in those days would anyone want 
to read a Jewish paper? The answer was, 
he didn’t, and publishers of Jewish papers 
whose history goes back to the 1930s know 
that this was an accurate picture of the 
situation. 

Today the picture is far happier because 
the Jewish community has matured rapidly. 
When there is a vital Jewish press, then there 
will be a chance for democracy in Jewish life. 
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(Editor’s Note: Rabbi Weinstein has 
been ill, and unable to write his column 
for this week. Consequently, we are re- 
printing his column on Tzav written last 
year. Rabbi Weinstein’s friends will be 
glad to know he has recovered from a 
siege of pneumonia, and is back at his 
desk this week.)

The husky Negro who stunned the cattle 
as they started on the assembly line of the 
great Chicago slaughtering house was not in 
the least dressed like Aaron or his sons, He 
wore no mitre, no breastplate; he was not 
girded with a fine woven linen girdle. Nor 
did he anoint the tip of 
his ear with a drop of blood 
and a drop of oil. His 
denim shirt was open at the 
collar. His sleeves were 
rolled below the elbow. A 
pair of heavy rubber boots 
were the most conspicuous 
part of his uniform. Still, 
watching him made me ap- 
preciate the function of the 
Rabbi Weinstein elaborate ritual that accom- 
panied the slaughter of animals in ancient 
Israel. 

IT GAVE man a respect for anything 
with the blood of life in it. It made him 
realize that the taking of life—even for sur- 
vival—was no routine matter. To punctuate 
the life rhythm of other creatures was a 
privilege for which one must pay obeisance 
to the source of all life. I daresay we could 
understand this better if we were each in- 
volved in the slaughter of the animals which 
provide our food. Most of us can grow to 
ripe years without seeing a calf slaughtered. 
We can delegate to others this dirty work 
and speak of steaks and chops as though 
they were cut from blotting paper. The 
point is that if we had to do our own slaugh- 
tering, we, too, would surround the act with 
ceremonies to hide its ineluctable savagery. 

The ancient Hebrews developed the act 
of slaughter into a refined ritual. The proper 
selection of the cattle, their careful prepara- 
tion, the washing and disposal of the fat and 
the suet, the allocation of the breast and the 
thigh, the burning of the offal, filled a manual 
which was carefully studied and mastered by 
the priestly class. Sacrifices were meticu- 
lously er:Aed into peace offerings, thanksgiv- 
ing offering and free will offerings. The 





rabbis declared the thank offering a supreme 
type of sacrifice and opined that in the 
Messianic era all sacrifices shall have com- 
pleted their mission save the one intended to 
inculcate gratitude. That sacrifice was to 
continue forever, The Pharisees who were so 
critical of much of the temple worship were 
not opposed to sacrifices offered in sincerity. 

THEY ACTUALLY organized Palestine 
Jewry into 24 watches, so that every adult 
could participate in one of the daily sacrifices. 
But while part of the watch was engaged in 
the offering, another part would gather in 
the synagogue to read the Torah portion re- 
lating to the sacrifice. The cultural lag 
creates a cultural over-fold in which the new 
grows through the old. 

The Pharisees were conservers of the 
tradition. They would find seed corn even in 
the shambles of the sacrificial system. The 
prophets were not so patient. It was not 
their nature nor their role to be _ patient. 
They saw the danger of pagan barbarism in 
the sacrificial system. They saw in it the 
stifling of the free spirit of faith. They lashed 
out against the whole system of lambs and 
bullocks, of the rivers of oil and the offerings 
of blood. Like Jeremiah, in the Haftarah to 
Tzav, they came to the very heart’s core of 
true religion: 

“Let not the wise man glory in his wisdom 
Neither let the mighty man glory in his might. 
Let not the rich man glory in his riches 

But let him that glorieth glory in this 

That he understands and knows Me 

That Iam the Lord who exercises mercy, 
Justice and righteousness in the earth; 

For in these things I delight, saith the Lord.”

Ex-Chaplain Says There 
IS Bias In US Army 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
MANY TIMES I have been 
tempted to take up pencil and 
paper to express my feelings 
over certain issues which were 
discussed in your excellent news- 
paper. These feelings have, until 
now, remained in me. Today I 
can contain myself no longer. 
I must voice my objection to a 
mis-statement of fact. 

In your edition of Feb. 21, you 
quote Rabbi Perry E. Nuss- 
baum who wrote to you in ob- 
jection to some remarks which 
were allegedly made by Rabbi 
Shlomo Goren, chief chaplain of 
the Israeli army, upon his re- 
turn to Jerusalem after having 
visited various military installa- 
tions in this country. 

Rabbi Nussbaum replies to 
Rabbi Goren’s criticism of the 
lack of a Jewish chaplain as- 
signed to the Pentagon in Wash- 
ington by stating that there is 
a Jewish chaplain assigned some- 
where in Washington. By offer- 
ing this answer the good rabbi, 
in my opinion, proves himself 
completely unaware cf_ the 
“Army way.” The fact that there 
js a Jewish chaplain assigned to 
some minor unit in the Washing- 
ton, D. C., area (Walter Reed 
Hospital, I believe) has no more 
bearing on the lack of a Jewish 
chaplain in the Pentagon than 
the fact that there is a chaplain 
assigned in Japan or in Alaska. 


It's Up to 
Kaufmann 
To Help!

Kaufmann feels it is permis- 
sible to portray Jews in an un- 
favorable light in novels because 
readers do not regard the char- 
acter’s failings as being peculiar 
to his nationality.

If you, as repre- 
sentative of other Jewish 
authors, don’t undertake the 
project, who will? Here and now 
it is not only important, but it is 
imperative that you accentuate 
the more favorable aspects of 
the Jew and put less emphasis on 
the unfavorable.

WHAT RABBI GOREN ¢e- 
cries, I believe, is the lack of 
someone permanently assigned 
who would be readily available 
to- be consulted on matters con- 
cerning Jewish personnel and 
the Jewish community. If Rabbi 
Nussbaum’s experience with the 
active army were more current 
he would know that a chaplain 
not directly assigned to the 
office of the chief of chaplains, 
department of the army, is total- 
ly out of the picture. I know 
that a number of Jewish chap- 
lains now on active duty with 
the army are in agreement with 
Rabbi Goren’s criticism. 


Rabbi Nussbaum states, in his 
letter, that he is, “The only 
rabbi active in the army Reserve 
program in the southeastern 
states comprising. the Third 


army.” I have been with the 


Congregation Sherith Israel here 
in Nashville, Tenn., since Sep- 
tember, 1957. I have been as- 
signed to the 980th Signal Bat- 
talion, a Reserve unit, since Oc- 
tober, 1957. (I was recently 
separated from the active army 
after six years of duty.) We 
here in Tennessee are also in 
the Third Army area, and I 
would therefore advise Rabbi 
Nussbaum to make sure of his 
facts before making exclusive 
statements. 


Many pages could be written 
on the accomplishments and 
failings of the army in its treat- 
ment of minority groups within 
its organization. This is neither 
the time nor the place for these 
pages. In the case of the Jewish 
group, it is my opinion that the 
largest cause for most of these 
deficiencies lies in the fact that 
there has been in the past very 
little demand on the part of Jew- 
ish personnel for genuine reli- 
gious facilities. Whatever de- 
mand was made was not fol- 
lowed up with enough insistence. 
Today, therefore, the military is 
hard put to understand why this 
generation of Jewish soldiers 
should get better treatment than 
the last. Rabbi Goren’s criticisms 
have some validity. He lacks an 
insight into the total scene. 


Progress is being made in 
getting the military to fully 
understand all of the needs of 
Jewish personnel in a peacetime 
army, nay even in a wartime 
army. It is a long and uphill 
battle.

An Orthodox Rabbi Replies 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

IN REPLY to Rabbi Blumen- 
thal’s challenge (NJP, March 
14), may I express my personal 
opinion as an Orthodox Jew 
representing no group, not even 
Orthodoxy. 

I must agree with Rabbi 
Hayim Donin that the Conserv- 
ative rabbinate is absolutely 
Jacking in Tora_ scholarship 
(NJP, Feb. 14) and so com- 
pletely distant from its concep- 
tions, values and_ philosophy 
that their dicta and standard 
jibes about women,.and divine 
revelation border on the ridic- 
ulous, 


YES, I believe that divine 
revelation means that every 
word, letter and kutza shel yud 
represents G-d’s will and was 
spoken on Mt. Sinai. For with- 
out this sine qua non there is 
no logical reason for any ob- 
servance. The uniqueness of the 
Judaic faith is its basis of that 
historic experience whose ram- 
ifications have determined the 
character of our people and its 
destiny. 

With the Tora _ Shebiktav, 
God gave Moses the oral law 
which consisted of two parts: a) 
logical rules of analysis which 
were the methodology for inter- 
preting the written law, and 
b) the entire explanation of the 
Tora that we know as the Tal- 
mud. 


IN THE process of history the 
Masora, tradition, was handed 
down by Moses to his successors 
and they to theirs. However, 
only the methodology of inter- 
pretation remained intact until 
the renaissance of. learning 
after the recrudescence of Tora 
study came to its final con- 
summation with the development 
of the Mishna and Talmud, 
which were the embodiment of 
that same oral law en toto that 
G-d had spoken to Moses and 
that had been lost in the earlier 
periods of Jewish national 
evolution. 

The oral law is as divine as 
the written because it was de- 
veloped according to scientifi-

cally logical rules of Tora analy- 
sis by true Tora scholars who 
kept those rules alive through 


the ages and finally brought 
them to fruition, 
The oral law by definition 


means only the law—the legal 
aspects, including all opinions, 
differences, variations — that 
aimed at the same goal of obed- 
jence to G-d’s wish. However, 
because the Talmud and halaha 
constitute a psychic complex of 
ideas and values for the total 
human personality, the hazal 
who expounded G-d’s law. also 
attempted to give a bit of the 
philosophy and religious feeling 


upon which the law is_ based. 
This, called agada, was not 
spoken by G-d to Moses. 

“HACAHA GIVES us_ the 
norms for action, agada the 
vision of the ends of living. 


Halaha decrees, agada inspires, 
halaha is definite, agada is al- 
lusive, halaha treats with laws 
in abstract, regardless of the 
totality of the person, agada 
reminds us that the purpose of 
performance is to transform 
the performer, that the purpose 
of performance and observance 
is to train us in achieving spir- 
itual ends.” (From “G-d_ in 
Search of Man,” Heschel, 
p. 337). 

However, since agada is not 
divine, we may or may not be- 
lieve in its literally or may deny 
that which does not suit our un- 
derstanding (as per the com- 
mentary of R. Shmuel Hanagid 
in introduction to Talmud, 
printed in Tractate Berahot). 

To me the Talmud and its 
child, the Shulhan Aruh, are 
the definitive source for G-d’s 
wills and in its manifold vol- 
umes and pages present in Con- 
servative libraries but whose 
meaning is obscured from the 
Conservative eye,. lies all sources 
for the “Jewish view” on the 
status of women, democracy, 
humane slaughter and scholar- 
ship. 


I WILL offer a free transla- 
tion from the book “Yesodot 
Hatefila” by a scholar who 
equals Israel Abrahams, but 
who unfortunately writes’ in 
Hebrew incomprehensible to 
Conservative “scholars,” Eliezer 
Halevi. His ideas are fully an- 
notated and numbered to show 
their direct Talmudic source; 
their great number does not 
permit me to cite them; -how- 
ever I quote from p. 118 of the 


book published in Israel in 1952 |

ing sacrifices and in their con- 
comitant prayers In the 
temple there was an_e ezrat 


nashim, a woman’s quarter, and 
at the northern end of the ezrat 
Yisrael, a special women’s en- 
trance where they entered for 
the rituals of sacrifice. However 
women were only seen in the 
Temple yard during the bring- 
ing of their sacrifices. Women 
were allowed only in their sec- 
tor of temple grounds, ezrat 
nashim, and even for ‘the holl- 
days were not allowed to 
mingle with the men, but a spe- 
cial platform was erected for 
them from which they could 
watch the proceedings. 

“Women are not required to 
do all of the mitzvot but may 
do them all. Women are re. 
quired to pray daily as men are 
(p. 120). Women are required 
to hear the reading of the Tora 
and may be called to the Tora. 
This is not done because of 
kavod hatzibur. (The concept of 








kavod hatzibur is taken to mean 
anything that will distract the 
assembly from its holy task; it 
resis on the basis of kavana— 
inner intention which because 
the human psyche is so frail, 
may easily be swerved ffom the 
sanctity of the service of G-d, 
However, to choose rabbis to 
whom prayer and Tora reading 
are not expressions of devotion 
to G-d, inner intent and sanctity 
are valueless.) 

“Women must say grace after 
meals and must observe the 
commandments dealing with 
sexual sanctity, baking hala and 


lighting the candles. Women 
must participate in funerals. 
Wemen smust come to the syna- 
gogues but at any occasion 
where service to G-d is per- 
formed, in study-derasha, or 


hupa, when blessings to G-d’s 
name are uttered. Women are 
enjoined by Jewish law to 
study Jewish law.” 


IT IS APPARENT from thea 
above that women are of equal 
status in the eyes of halaha 
with men. The notion of their 
inferiority is a Conservative 
fabrication due to ignorance and 
not an overt desire to destroy 
Jewish practice, Judaism and by 
implication, the Jewish people. 

The halaha, in recognizing the 
full equality of women and men, 
knew also of the weakness of 
mankind, especially in over: 
coming the difficulties in that 
awesome G-d relationship that 
we enter during prayer. The 
presence of the opposite sex, 
to either a man or a woman, is 
a deterrent to complete involve- 
ment with the Most High. It is 
only ‘to so-called modern man 
who has thrown away the 
capacity for entering into a re- 
lationship with G-d that deter. 
rents do not exist; he could just 
as well pray in the nude or read 
the Tora from _ disconnected 
fragments, for in both these ins 


stances kavod hatzibur is in- 
volved; where G-d does not 
exist, his worship does _ not 
exist, even from RA _ frayers 
books. 

RABBI BLUMENTAHAL, 


although I, too, am as {ignorant 
as Rabbi Hayim Donin and 
proud to be in his company, I 
charge that Conservatism pane 
ders to ignorance and to sloth- 
fulness, to poor scholarship and 
to deliberate perversion of facts; 
even Abrahams says, “Yet it is 
not impossible’’—does that mean 
it was so? 

I challenge you to show how 
many Conservative rabbis and 
Reform can go back to orig- 
inal Judaic sources’ without 
corrupting and twisting. I chal- 
lenge you to justify the incon- 
sistencies between the RA High 
Holy Day prayerbook and the RA 
Sabbath prayerbook with regard 
to the blessing of “Shelo Asani 
Goy,” [“Who hast not made me 
a non-Jew”], “Isha” [“A 
Woman’”] and “Eved” [“A 
Slave’’]. 

And finally, Rabbi. Blumen- 
thal, tell your colleagues that 
we Orthodox rabbis are cogni- 
zant of the need for some 
changes in practice; however, 
we are hesitant to tamper with 
the word of G-d. We are too cog- 
nizant that the manner and 
methods by which a _ mere 
human. enters into conversation 
and relation with The Lord our 
G-d, cannot be treated cavas 
lierly and callously.
